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The Soviets reportedly have deactivated the Goetzendorf airfield. On 16 
April 1953, between 1115 and 1245 hours, no planes were observed with the exception 
of three dismantled ones. Two of these planes were twin-engine propeller driven 
types. Two workmen dressed in blue overalls were loading parts of the planes onto 
a Soviet military truck. No Soviet soldiers were seen. Several sheds were observed 
in various parts of the field as well as the remnants of two or three other 
structures. Two concrete runways were noted. The airfield was not fenced 
or guarded and no landing marks were visible. 
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
